The Chairman then invited discussion on this problem. 
Referring to records for this district, Mr.Turner 
stated that a storm similar to the one recently 
experienced occured on average every five years, and 
to provide a culvert large enough to ensure no further 
flooding would involve a very high cost. 

For normal rainfull, regular inspection and clearing 
of the grid would be adequate. 

Observations had proved that the only time the grid 
became seriously blocked was during a flood. 

Mr.Moore suggested that the present grid could be 
altered from its vertical position across the water- 
course to an inclined position. This would allow any

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debris brought along by flood water to ride up the grid, 
allowing the water to pass underneath.
